1SOUTEBBY STORM 


Telephone, Trolley and Power Lines Suffer Loss When Weight of 


Sleet Overburdens Poles and Limbs of Trees Bringing 


Wires With Them. 


The most damaging snow, rain, sleet and wind storm in 


years, swept over Rush county today, with the loss reaching 
several thousand dollars to various utilities which suffered 
the greatest. 


A heavy snow storm Friday night turned into rain, and 


sleet soon formed on trees and wires, doing damage by the 
wholesale. 


At noon today there were no signs of the storm quitting, 


and danger still existed in all parts of the county. 


Telephone communication was 


cut off today from Rushville. 
County lines were blown down, 
wires were left a tangled mass 
along the roadway and the en- 
tire service was badly crippled. 


In Rushville city the telephone 


service was affected, with many 
of the wires being down. Along 
country roads poles were over 
weighted by the ice and went 
crashing. In many instances the 
poles fell across highways and 
blocked traffic. 


When poles started to fall, sev- 


eral usually crashed before a let 
up would result. 


In Rushville- city also tree

UNSUNG ACHIEVEMENTS 


Business depressions, political struggles and in- 


ternational complications may come and go, 
monopolizing the headlines and posing briefly as 
the important news of the day; but all the while 
medical science goes unobtrusively along its path', 
and without any blare of trumpets accomplishes 
things that will be considered the high-lights of 
the age when historians get busy half a century 
hence. 


A brief artcile in a recent issue of the Journal 


of the American 'Medical Association points to 
some of the accomplishments of medicine during 
1930—a year noteworthy, to most of us, merely 
for the misfortune it inflicted on us. 


It wasn't all misfortune. A great many lives 


will be saved, through many centuries to come, 
because of things that were done in 1930. 


To begin with, the artificial lung, or respirator, 


was perfected by Drs. Philip Drinker and L. A. 
•Shaw. This has already saved the Jives of a 
number of people whose breathing apparatuses 
were paralyzed by infantile paralysis or gas 
poisoning. 


Dr. J. Shega of Seoul, Korea, found that feed- 


ing vitamins in sufficient quantity to animals

Drs. Szymanowskl and Hicks of the Western 


Pennsylvania Hospital; Institute of Pathology 
found that extremely ,«hort radio waves can be 
of value in killing the poison of diptheria. 
Similarly, Dr. W. T. Richards of Prncieton uni- 
versity found that fever produced by radio waves 
is helpful in treating paralysis; and the germ 
that causes creeping paralysis was discovered by 
Sir James Purves-Stewart and Katherine Che- 
vassut of Westminster Hospital, London. 


That is an imposing list of accomplishments. 


It may be that some of you who read this 'will 
live longer, because of these discoveries, than you 
,would have otherwise. At any rate, it indicates 
clearly that 1930 was not quite the year of dis- 
aster that some of us have supposed.

CHILDREN'S DIET 


The mother whose children 


take their luncheon to school 
usually feels that the task of 
putting up box lunches five days 
a week is one of the most trou- 
blesome of all her tasks. And 
writers on household matters al- 
ways feel that thqre is need for 
suggestions 
for 
the 
school 


lunch. The mother whose chil- 
dren come home to the mid-day 
meal really has just as much of 
a problem. Usually there is only 
an hour for the children to go 
home to eat their meal and get 
back to school, and time must be 
allowed for putting hats and 
coats off and on and for washing 
hands before eating. This means 
that the meal must be served 
promptly if the children are to 
have time enough to eat in a 
leisurely way. 


A substantial soup is a good 


choice because it may be set to 
heat before the children are ex- 
pected to arrive and served 
promptly when the time conies 
But soup must not be served 
every day or it will Become tire- 
some. If eggs are not served for 
breakfast scrambled eggs, ome- 
let or poached eggs are good se- 
lections. A lemon and lettuce 
sandwich is good for a change. 
Cream sauce poured over a slice 
of buttered toasted whole wheat 
bread is wholesome and easy to 
prepare. Melba toast made by 
browning very thin slices of stale 
bread in a moderate oven may 
be served to advantage with 
soup. 
Simple' gelatine desserts, cut 


up raw fruit, stewed 'fruit or a 
fruit whip made by adding fruit 
pulp slightly sweetened to beat- 
en egg white, are all easily pre- 
pared and wholesome for the 
second course.

of judicial separation. 


Then bring an action in the 


common law division against 
the correspondent for damages 
for -criminal conversation." 


If favorable verdicts are ob- 


tained in these actions the liti- 
gant must present a petition to 
the Manx legislature for permis- 
sion to present a private divorce 
bill. This bill must pass both 
branches of the legislature and 
then receive the king's assent. 


When the royal assent is given 


the bill is promulgated at the 
ancient open air court of Tyn- 
wald in the center of the island. 
This court is held every year 
July 5. 
The bill is read.in both Manx 


and English and becomes at 
once operative. The cost of a di- 
vorce is'seldom less than $500.
